THE HAGUE, April 8.—The workmen's de- 
fense committee at 2 o'clock this afternoon 
proclaimed a universal strike of all trades 
throughout Holland. Although the strike 
will not begin until tomorrow, ‘the masons 
and plasterers quit work téday. 

If the order for a universal strike is gen- 
‘erally obeyed husiness practically will be 
paralyzed in every city in Holland. The order 
affects municipal employés of gas, telephone, 
electric light, sanitary and water plants, 
street railway employés, building trades, 
printers, mechanics, truck drivers, messen- | 
gers, and even clerks. 


Called Policy of 

The proclamation calling for a generat 
strike of all trades throughout the country 
is considered to be a policy of despair. In 
authoritative quarters it is believed that thé 
strike as an organized movement is doomed 
to failure and that the government's anti- 
strike bill will be speedily passed, greatly 
| strengthening the hands of the authorities. 

Meanwhile the public is suffering great 
inconvenience through the stagnation of 
trade resulting from the strike. 
there is a rush on the state pawnshops and 
the savings banks. 

Government Refuses Compromise. 

Before ordering the general strike the de- 


fensa@ committee made final effort to effect 
It offered to call- 


settlement. 
off the strike if the government would aban- 
don the proposed tyrannical’ anti-strike 
laws. Premier Kuyper refused. 

The government has ordered the mobiliza- 
tion of all the marines within twenty-four 
hours, and three warships at Den Helder 
have been ordered to be in readiness for im- 
mediate service. _ | 

The government is firm in its refusal to 
grant the demands of the state railway 
-employés, Parliament took up the discussion 
of the anti-strike bills in the second chamber 


-of the states general today. There are three 


of these anti-strike bilis. One provides a 
railway brigade to operate the. railroads 
when necessity arises. The second places 
the settlement of all grievances of the rail- 
way employés in the hands of a royal com- 
| mission. The third prohibits employés of 
state railways from striking. 


One Anti-Strike Law Passed. 


In the states general today that part of the 
anti-strike law guaranteeing freedom of 


| labor against strikers was passed after an 


exciting debate. The socialist members de- 


| manded a suspension of the debate, and a 


tumultuous scene- followed. Jonkheer 
Schapper denounced the attitude of the ma- 
jority as knavery. The chamber finally re- 


resumed the debate on the clause of the bill 
which makes it a criminal offense for an 
employé of the state railroads to go on strike 
or to prevent another person from working 
during a strike. 

Only Few Trains Run. 
The railway strike situation here is prac- 
tically unchanged.@ Only a few trains are 
being run and they are heavily guarded by

The bakers’ strike, ordered before the de- 
fense committee declared a universal strike, 
is only partly successful.

‘the bakers who refuse to quit work, and 
bread is delivered under military escort. 


Ninety per cent of the employés of the 
Netherlands railway company, who struck 
in sympathy with the state railway em- 
ployés, have returned to work. The Neth- 
erlands company is a private corporation, 
and is not affected by the anti-strike laws. 
Queen Wilhelmina is in constant consulta- 
tion with the members of the cabinet and 
other officials, and takes the most active in- 
terest in all the details of the strike. 


‘Strike at Amsterdam Spreads. 
[BY LE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

AMSTERDAM, April 8.—Ten thousand 
workmen are idle in Amsterdam, and more 
strikers will joint the ranks tomorrow. 

The municipal employés here met tonight 
and decided to go out on strike tomorrow 
morning. This action will affect the gas, tel- 
ephone, sanitary, and water services, but it 
1s believed that only a third of the men will 
respond to the strike call and that the mili- 
tary will be employed to maintain the public 
services. 

‘The employés of the river and canal navi- 
gation companies have decided to‘strike in 
sympathy with the railroad men. 

The mails are arriving irregularly and late, 
being forwarded partly by automobiles 
where the railways are held up by the strike. 
The theaters were able to resume tonight, 
the singers and dancers who had gone on 
strike having resumed their duties. 


Soldiers Are Everywhere. 
Meanwhile the situation in the state railway 
atrike seems to be gradually improving, al- 
thoughevery man at work is guarded by sol- 
diers. « 

More trains were run tottay than yester- 
day, and the amount of traffic being handled 
is increasing. The railway companies still 
refuse to take back strikers who are willing 
to return to work. 

The pupils of the Locomotive Engineers 
institute have unanimously tendered their 
services to the railroads. Their offers have 
been accepted and a number of them are 
being employed as stokers. 

The dwellings of the employés of the gov- 
ernment railroad who have not struck are 
guarded by troops as protection for the men's 
wives and children. 

The bakers, who were ordered on strike 
yesterday by the strike committee, refused 
to remain out, and worked all night in the | 
largest bakeridés. Bread carts delivered 
bread from house to house this morning es- 
corted by soldiers, both infantry and cavalry.

Dr. Arthur B, tevan and Others Call 


Laws as Well as to Adopt More 
Stringent Ordinances for the Regu- 
lation of the Doge—Increasing Prev- 


Matter of the Gravest Alarm, 


Grave danger of an epidemic of hydro- 
phobia in Chicago Was expressed at a meet- 
ing of the Chicago Medical society last night. 
The alarming prevalence and increase of the 
number of cases of the disease since the first 
of the year was the subject of a carefully 
prepared paper by Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan, 


j while Health Commissioner Reynolds talked 


along the same line. 


were adopted by the 200 members of the 
society present calling the city council's at- 
tention, to the urgent need of special legis- 
lation of precautionary nature, as well as 


_ the strict enforcement of existing Jaws. 


In calling attention to the danger, Dr. 
Bevan said: 

* Fourteen deaths grben hydrophobia have 
occurred in Chicago during the last year, 
and nearly a hundred in the last ten years. 
There probably will be twenty deaths from 
the disease in this city during the next year. 
We are now having an epidemic of hydro- 
phobia among dogs. and this. of course, owing 
to our bad and poorly enforced laws, will 
meanh many victims.” 


" Disease Can Be Stamped Out. 


After referring to the laws in Great Britain, 
where the authorities have been educated to 
the importance of proper perenne Dr. 
| Bevan continued: 

Hydrophobia could be out in this 
country, as it hasbeen in Great Britain. The 
medical profession has not done its duty. 
Our authorities are ignorant and inefficfent. 
Public opinion is not educated and a bot of 
sentimentalists object to enforcing proper 
laws. Apparently eome people would sooner 
have people die of hydrophobia than to have 
their dogs muzzled and quarantined. 

“ Hydrophobia is the most terrible and 

fatal of all diseases. No human being ever 
‘recovers from it. after the first symptoms 
manifest themselves. Hydrophobia is infec- 
tious and is transmitted from animals to man 
by the direct infection of the animal’s teeth 
with saliva containing the virus. Ninety per 
eent of the cases in man are acquired from 
dog bites; the other 10 per cent from bites of 
other animals. The animal causing the in- 
fection is either actively suffering from the 
disease at the time of the bite or may appear 
perfectly normal and be passing through the 
incubation stage and not manifest symptoms 
of the disease until seven weeksafterward. 

‘* The common belief that hydrophobia does 
not occur im the winter is erroneous. Our 
present laws in Chicago bascd on this 
ignorant, stupididea that. is no necessi- 
ty of enforcing the dog laws except in warm 
weather.’’ 


Treatment of:the Maledy. 


After devoting a considerable time to the 
treatmen¢ of hydrophobia, Dr. Bevan said: 

“In spite of the seemingly brilHant re- 
sults obt om, the Pasteur trentment, 
I am skeptical concerning its value—first, 
because of the difficulty in establishing the 
fact that the dog is mad; secondly, from the 
difficulty in determining the exact propor- 
tion of cases developing trom bites of animals 
actually mad; thirdly, one cannot lose sight 
ot the terrible possibility of producing the dis- 
ease by the preventive inoculation in’an in- 
dividual bitten by a dog suspected but not 
infected with rabies. I believe, however, it 
is our duty to recommend the Pasteur treat- 
rent in cases of bites from proven or strong- 
ly suspected rabid dogs. 

- Our Laws Held Stupid. 

“The” existing dog laws in Chicago are 
stupidly inefficient and not effectively en- 
forced. At present it is unlawful for any 
dog to run at large on any street orin any 
public place between April and November, 
unless the dog is muzzled. I imagine the 
wise city fathers believed in the old fairy tale 
that dogs do not.go mad in the winter. It is 
the duty of men in such responsible posi- 
tions to investigaté. 

“There are today in Chicago an enormous 
number of homeless dogs roaming the streefs 
of the city—a menace to the really valuable 
dogs and to the people, and no effort is being 
made to rid the city of them. If we could 
make the city council, chief of police, and 
the mayor see this subject as we see it—if 
they could stand at the bedsides of the fifteéh 
or twenty #ictims of hydrophobia who will 
die in, Chicago in 1903, if they could watch 
those terrible pictures—proper laws would 


would be eradicated from the community.”

ROOSEVELT USES WORD “SPIT.” 


Advocates of “Expectorate’’ in New 
York Ordinances Silenced by Letter

New York, April 8.—[Special.]—In a state- 
ment given out . today by Commissioner 
Lederle of the board of health it is set forth 
that letters have been received objecting to 
the use of the word ‘* spit ’’ in the board of 
health ordinances, and asking that the 
word ‘“‘expectorate’’ be substituted. In 
this connection Commissioner Lederle makes 
public a letter received by the health de- 
partment from Theodore Roosevelt, when 
the latter was police commissioner, asking 
that the word “ - be used instead of 
** expectorate.”’ 

The letter follows:

Wholesale Bribery of State 
Legislature by Agents 
in St. Louis Is 


ONE CHECK IS PRODUCED. 


to Municipal Assembly in 
Spite of the Recent 


Expoparee. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 8.—[ Special. ]—Whole- 
sale exposures of the bribery and corruption 
that have been rampant in the Missouri 
legislature are promised within a few days 
as the result of the work of the grand jury, 
which meets tomorrow. The investigation 
will be under the direction of Circuit Attor- 
“ed Folk, who broke up the boodle syndicate 

ere. 

St. Louis received a severe shock yester- 
day when the ring elected’ a majority of 
combine members to the lower house of the 
local assembly. It had hardly recovered 
from the recent exposures and convictions 
of local politicians. 

Attorney General Crow for the state and 
Circuit Attorney Folk for the city have evi- 
dence in their possession now which shows 
widespread bribery In Jefferson City. Rep- 
resentatives and senators have been sum- 
moned to appear in tho grand jury room, 
and the extent of the scandal is declared to 
be appalling. 


_ (Hurry in Offers to Betray. 

Alarmed by the arrest in New York City 
of Daniel J. Kelly, the agent of the baking 
powder trust, several state senators are re- 
*ported to have offered to turn state’s evi- 
dence and tell Circuit Attorney Folk and 
Attorney General Crow what they know of 
boodling in the Missouri legislature, es- 
pecially in connection with the bill to repeal 
the baking powder law. Until Kelly is 
brought here it is hardly likely the officials 
will show their hands, but they have suffi- 
cient evidence already to indict more than 
ome man prominent in political and official 
circles of the state. At least twenty mem- 
bers of the legislature are said to have had 
dealings with Kelly, who is alleged to have 
announced to Lieut. Gov. Lee he had $15,000 
to distribute, 


Lieutenant Governor Involved. 

Lieut. Gov. Lee will be a witness, ae it 
was on his statements to Folk accompany- 
ing the production of a check for $1,000 
made out to his brother, “ Bob” Lee, and 
signed by Kelly, that the information was 
issued by the circuit attorhey on _which 
Kelly’s arrest 2 

Lieut. Gov. Lee is generally censured for 
his failure to produce this check earlier or 
to tell the Cole county grand jury what he 
knew of the baking powder operations in 
the assembly. 

According to his own dactementa: Lee was 
repeatedly offered a bribe to work ‘against 
the repeal of the alum law. He declines to 
explain his actions, and his brother, who 
received the check, algo refuses to make a 
statement. 

The $1,000 check was given “ Bob” Lee 
three days before the legislature adjourned 
and before the final vote on the senate bill 
to repeal the baking powder bill. This bill 
had passed the house and would have passed 
the senate’ had not Lieut. Gov. Lee defeated 
the tie vote. 


Sold Out to Both Sides. 


It is promised there will be such startling 
exposures in this alum Dill inv estigation 
that the recent ‘* boodling ”’ crusade in this 
city will sink into insignificance. It will be 
shown that the system of corruption has 
been in effect in Jefferson City for years and 


+ that state senators and representatives not 


only accepted bribes for votes on nearly 
every bill of importance but actually solicit- 
ed bribes from both sides. 

In this city the ring which passed the 
‘various measures from which have grown 
the “‘boodle’’ scandals and the subse- 
‘quent indictments and convictions will be 
in full control of the lower branch 
of the local assembly. It has not control 
of the upper branch or council, and Mayor 
Wells is strongly opposed to it, but Fontana 
anda other of the ring leaders assert that they 
will soon be strong enough to command the 
attention of the other branches of the city 
government. 

Secure Enormous Majorities. 

For the fourth successive time the Nesbit 
law subserved every purpose of the ring. 
It took no chances. By means of padded 
registration and in some wards crooked work 
inside the polls it elected its candidates by 
majorities ranging from 17,500 to 18,500, 

Fontana, the leader of the combine and 
present speaker of the house, was elected in 
the Twenty-second ward by a large majority 
over Joseph Maserang Jr. . the repubpican 
candidate. ° 

The five republicans elected are: C. H. 

Witthoefft, Second ward; A. J. Hammerstein, 
Twelfth; H. L. Weeks Jr., Seventeenth; W. W. 
Birge, Twenty-seventh; and E. C. Lackland 
Jr., Twenty-eighth. 
‘The only successful independent candidate 
was William A. Black in the Bighteenth, 
who defeated both his democratic and re- 
publican opponents by a safe majority.

‘‘ After the full number of deputies has 
been appointed the society will issue small’ 
buttons at the cost of manufacture to the 
people. who desire to wear them. ‘The wear-

“These buttons also will be issued to wom- 
en desiring them, the wearing of the same 
to indicate that the wearer desires at all 
times to be protected from insult by all men. 

‘* The great difficulty our organization will 
be compelled to overcome will be that many 
times cases are common of street and car 
flirting. Our deputies will be uncertain 
whether the person addressed or ‘ smirked ' 
at wishes the matter stopped, or whether 
they connive at it. Im cases where ‘tthe 
league's button is worn our deputies will 
have no doubts on the subject. 

“It is the intention of the president of the 
order to extend this league to all prominent

In Chicago the traction companies sald the 
matter was “up to’ Mayor Harrison, The 
mayor said it was “up to’”’ the general as- 
sembly. The latter body became active 


Hearing Postponed by Lindly. : 

This was the day on which Chairman 
Lindly of the house committee having the 
Mueller bill in charge was to take up the 
,measure for consideration. Ald. Bennett, 
chairman of the council transportation com- 
mittee, appealed to Mr. Lindly over the tele- 
phone to postpone the scheduled hearing un- 
til mext Tuesday, inasmuch as the alder- 
manic committee could not be in Springfleld — 
before that time. The last meeting of the 
old council will be held tonight. 

Mr, Lindly acquiesced in Ald. Bennett's re- 
quést, and postponed consideration of the bill 
until next Tuesday. On that occasion not 
only the aldermen but also the joint repub- 
lican and democratic committee of fifty wil _ 
be represented before Mr. Lindly and his 
associates. 


Senate to Pass Bill Today. 


| The bill, now on third reading in the sen- 
ate, will be put upon its passage in the high- 
er body today, and in all probability will be 
sent to the house. 

A careful canvass of the senate was made in 
the afternoon by a number of senators who 
are deeply interested in ite passage. At first 
opposition was maniested toward it by @ 
number of country senators, who, while - 
mitting they are not well informed gs to the 
question of municipal ownership of public 
utilities, said they were disposed to fight 
this bill on genéra!l principles. 

Up to 8 o’clock in the evening but eightedn 
senators could be found who would pledge 
themselves to vote for the measure on third 
reading. This was eight lees than the con- 
stitutional majority of the senate. 


Has Majority of Senators. 
‘Two hours later Senator Daniel Campbell 
[rep.], who ts making the canvass, said he 
had secured enough votes beyond all ques 
tion to send the bill to the house. “ As Sen- 
ator Campbell generally knows what he is 
speaking about,” says a message from 
Springfield, “It is as certain as anything 
can be in legislative affairs that the bill will 
be passed by the senate this forenoon; If 
amendments are desmed necessary these un- 
doubtedly can be @ade when it gets to the 
house.” 
Attitude of Chairman Lindly. 

This prospective favorable action by the 
senate will leave the matter in the hands of 
Chairman Lindly. When the joint committees 
saw him ten days ago he did not seem espe- 
clally friendly to the measure, but Ald. Beti-e 
nett, in his telephonic conversation yester- 
day, found Mr. Lindly apparently disposed 


|to deal with fit in a friendly manner. Mr. 


Bennett stated explicitly to Chairman Lindly 
that Mayor Harrison joined him in the hope 
that, the postponement would bé made. He — 
said the mayor expected to go to Springfield 
with the committee. 

Chairman Lindly, consulted with other 
members of his committee about the pre- 
posed postponement, and, as the proposition’ 
met with general favor, late in the after 
noon he informed Chairman Bennett that the 
} postponement would be made. 

‘* Although the session is Well along and its 
work could be completed in three weeks,” 
said a representative in Springfield last 
night, “it is Mkely that the street railway 
bill. if. as now seems sure, it comes over in 
the shape of the Mueller measure, will hold 
the attention of the house for some time, and 
that final adjournment of the assembly may 
not occur before May 10. It looks now as if 
a municipal ownership bill in some form 
would eventually get through the general 
assembly at this session.”’ 


Mayor Makes Three Conditions. 
In Chicago also was witnessed a revival of 
activity looking to settlement of the traction 
problem. Mayor Harrison expressed a desire 
yesterday to take up the matter, but the time 
of his action will depend on these conditicns: 

Passage of municipal ownership enabling act by 
the legislature. 

Passage of a referendum act and incorporation 
of a referendum clause in the ordinance. 

Waiver by the companies of all claims under the 
alnety- nine year act. 

_ Mayor Telegrephs to Governor. 

Dpring the day the mayor announced his 
position and telegraphed Gov. Yates asking 
his aid toward the passage of enabling and 
referendum acts for Chicago. Expanding 
his traction program, as announced in the 
foregoing, the mayor said: 

‘IT am willing to take up the settlement-of 
the traction question atany time. It must Be 
understood in advance, however, that no or- 
dinance is to be passed unt!! the legislature 
has given Chicago the right to own and oper- 
ate strect car lines. The ordinance must pro- 
vide, moreover, for the referendum, and the 
rights claimed by the companies under the 
ninety-nine year act must be expressly 
waived. Of course there can be no question 
of a grant for a longer term of years than 
now permitted by the ‘horse and dummy 
twenty years—and provision 
must be made for city purchase at the earliest 
possible date. With these fundamentals 
properly cared for, the remaining essentials 
for franchise eutension can be handled read- 
ily.”’ 

To ‘Wow. Yates the mayor sent this tele-

The pre- 
ferred stock declined 2% points, selling at 39, 
and the common sold at 9.. When the traction 
negotiations were begun the preferred sold 
around 50 and the common around 15. 

West Chicago stock also suffered. It 
opened at 80 on the sale of a small lot. At 
the close it had advanced two points. The 
trading amounted to 120 shares. Chicago 
Consolidated, Traction 4% per cent bonds 
lost three points, selling at 67. 

The fact that the movement in the issues 
was no larger indicates the belief that some- 
thing will be done. The big holders of the 
stock are doing nothing, and so long as the 
insiders do not get apprehensive the out- 
widers’ views are not so significant.

CLARKS QUIT AND PARADE 


CLOTHING STORE MEN MAKE SU 
CESSFUL DEMONSTRATION. . 


Employes of Stern Company, North 
Avenue and Larrabee Street, Say 
Agreement to Clese Wednesday and 
Friday Evenings Is Broken — They 
Walk Out and Parade to Other 
Shops, Whose Salesmen Join the 
Movement. | 


Clothing clerks from five large north side 
stores paraded the streets last evening after 
6 o’clock, declaring that their employers had 
violated their agreement in attempting to 
keep the establishments open after that hour. 
The strike began in the Stern Clothing com- 
pany’s store, at North avenue and Larrabee 
street. At 6 o'clock sixty-five clerks put on 
their hats and waiked out. 

The appearance of the men on the street 
was the signai for a crowd to gather. Inside 
‘a committee of the clerks, headed by H. J. 
Conway, busimess agent of the Retail Clerks’ 
union, waited on the managers. 

“ According to your agreement with the 
union the’ store should be closed Wednesday 
and Friday evenings,” was the statement 
of the committee. 

‘“‘ But this is the week before Easter Sun- 
day atd our trade must be waited upon,” 
said the managers. 2 
We will mot work under a broken agree- 
ment,”’ was the answer of the clerks. 


Procession to Other Stores, 

AN but two of the mem left the store and 
boarded street cars for Belmont and Lin- 
coln avenues, where the National Clothing 
company’s store was found open. 

The committee waited! on the members of 
the union and informed them of the strike at 
-Stern’s. AH the employés immediately 
walked out. The store was closed and the 
ma promised that the agreement 
should not be violated in the future. , 

Three stores at Milwaukee and Ashland 
avenues were found open, the Continental 
Clothing company, the National Clothing 
company, and the store of John W. Grosse. 
The strikers marched from store to store, 
and when the clerks reached the last store, 
Mr. Grosse’s, there were 240 inpline. These 
three proprietors capitulated at once. 

In the clerks’ parade many members of 
other unions joined. 

** We will stick by you,”’ they shouted, 
these stores won't close-we will trade some- 
where else.’’ 

Going Back to Work. 

All the clerks will go back to work with 
Ahe exception of the Stern company em- 
ployés. A committee will meet the pro- 
prietors of this store this morning and de- 
cide upon the conditions of a mintmum wage 
scale and a maximum number of hours of 
labor. Until these terms are agreed upon 
the clerks will refuse to return to work, ac- 
cording te Mr. Conway. 

“These stores depend almost alMogether 
upon the, patronage of laboring people,"’ said 
Mr. Conway last evening. “ If these people 
know that they are trading with nonunion 
establishments they will go _ elsewhere. 
There was no trouble. The men simply re- 
fused to work in violation of the agreement 
and the most of the proprietors promised 
that they would not Keep the stores open 


in the 
future.”’ 3 
Stern Store Manager Talks. 

William Friedman, manager of the Stern 
store, said last night that he had promised to 
live up to the agreement until he read the 
advertisements of his competitors stating 
that they would keep their stores open. 

“ We have no desire’to keep the-storeopen,’”” 
said Mr, Friedman last evening. “In fact, 
I had written to Mr. Conway saying that we 
should not do so. Late yesterday afternoon 
some of our competitors advertised that their 
stores would be kept open. After talking 
to some of the other clothing men Itold the 
clerks that we would have to keep open in or- 
der to protect ourselves. 

“The next thing I knew the men had been 
called out and our union cards were torn 
down. I told the cierks that I was giad to 
close the store ff all the rest closed. I have 
since understood that therest did close. Our 
relations with the clerks have been friendly, 
and there ts no reason for any further 
trouble.’’

FLAWS IN SHAMROCK

When the trials opened this morning the 
weather was fine and there was a good sail- 
ing northerly breeze. The yachts started at

Soldiers on Guard in Rome.

ROME, April 8.—The general strike witich 
was inaugurated here yesterday continues, 
although tonight there is some hope of set- 
tlement by arbitration. Bread is being 
brought here from Naples. Troops are pro- 
tecting the bakers and butchers of Rome 
who are willing to work. These are few in 
number. 

Soldiers have been detached from their 
regiments to work in the bakeries and abat- 
toirs. One meeting of strikers was dispersed 
by the police and troops after many had been 
injured.

.A FUZZLING STRIKE. 

The strike situation in Holland is hard 
to understand, but it is worth understand- 
ing. 

Recent strikes i in Belgium and in Sweden 
have been purely political. They have been 
ordered because of discontent with the policy 
of the government in matters like the exten- 
sion of the franchise. They have had nothing 

' to do with hours and wages. The strike in 

Holland is different. It has its political 

side, but it has an economic side as well. 

Dr. Kuyper is premier of Holland. He 
was made premier at the time of the re- 
action against the liberal party. He has 
behind him a coalition consisting of the 

Cathotics, the anti-revolutionists, 
m= the historic Christians, and the Christian 
democrats. He is opposed by the liberals, 
the radicals, and the socialists. It is evi- 
dent therefore that his sympathies are with 
the conservative forces of hiscountry. This 
is one reason why he has assumed an anti- 
strike attitude. . 

The second reason is even trenerr: The 
railroads of.Holland are used interna- 
tional trade. Any interruption of interna- 
tional trade might. lead to serious diplomatic 
difficulties. German papers have sometimes 


intimated that-if Holland couldn't keep. 


its railways open it might require German. 
assistance. Now everybody knows what 
Germany’s ultimate designs on Holland are. 
_ For two reasons, therefore, (1) Dr. Kuy- 
per’s innate couservatism and (2) Ger- 
many'’s tender,iuterest in international 
trade, the .Dutch government introduced 
the three bills that caused the present strike. 
Bill number one provided for the organiza- 
tion of a railway brigade to run the rail- 
ways in case of need. Bill number two ap- 
pointed a royal commission to settle railway 
grievances. Bill number three forbade 
“ public. servants” to strike. The impor- 
tance of the bill with regard to “ public 
servants” will be appreciated when it is 
observed that of the 1,730 miles of railway 
in Holland 968 belong to the government. 
Even the independent roads, moreover, are" 
said by the London Times tohave such con- 
tracts with the government as to make thém 
quasi-goyernmental enterprises. 
These ‘ing the facts it will be seen that 
the present strike on the Dutch railroads 
is an attempt to coerce the government into 
an abandonment of its three bills. Also, as 
the president of the workmen’s committee 
of defense remarked, “* we are trying to get 
an increase in our wages before the passage 
of the bills makes any improvement in our 
condition impossible.” Here, however, 
comes in another disagreeable feature of

“TRUE FOR YOU.” 

How easy it is to stand in the middle of 
the teeter, and by inclining in one direction 
or the other decide the result of an election. 
It is an old trick, and has been success- 
fully worked in this community for twenty 
years., There are indications that its period 
of usefulness as a campaign device is about 
approaching. an end. : 

Manifestly everybody cannot get ia the 
middle of the teeter. Somebody must occu- 

py the ends. Otherwise there will be no 
teeter. Somebody must take a positive 
stand. Somebody must be “ for ” somebody. 
The policy of being always “ against ”' peo- 
ple has its limitations. It is impossible to 
be against candidates unless somebody has 
previously declared for them. Affirmative 
action is the condition precedent to a ae 
The affectation of impartiality and “ 
rendence ” has its basis in party BS m0 
ment. It presupposes action by party con- 
ventions while it denies their authority. It 
says in effect to the average citizen, “ Go 
on, my good fellow, make your nominations 
and submit them to us for approval’or con- 
demnation. In our superior wisdom we 
will pass upon them finally and givea favor- 
able verdict if you act upon our advice, or 
ab unfavorable one if you donot.” _ 

We wish much that some of the snper- 
fine gentlemen who have undertaken to 
run our politics for us of late years would 
come out into the open and make nomina- 
tions of theirown. We should like to have 
Mr. William Kent, for example, a candi- 
date for something or other. We should like 
to have a genuine “ independent ” ticket put 
in the field. Itiseasy enough by influencing 
a small percentage of the total vote to 
change the result of an election; it is another 
thing to bring out affirmatively a majority 
vote in favor of any candidate or any scheme 
of municipal government. Our next candi- 
date for mayor is Mr. William Kent. 


THE POWERS OF THE COUNCIL. 

The city election is over. It ceases to 
serve as an excuse for delay of considera- 
tion by the legislature of municipal owner- 
ship legislation. It will be apparent speed- 
ily whether the general assembly intends 
to legislate on the subject. It is not unaware 
of the fact that a large proportion of the 
citizens of Chicago desire enabling legisla- 
tion, but it is possible that. controlling in- 
fluences have resolved that nothing shall be 
done. It is not difficult at this late stage of 
the session to prevent action. 

Mayor Harrison has erid that in that. 
event go agreement must be made with 
the traction companies, and the people 
| should -<put up with inferior service. In 
view of the attitude of the mayor, who can 
do much to obetruct a settlement, the pas- 
sage of an enabling act is desirable. The 
mayor says he will do all he can to move the 
legislature to act. It is to be hoped that 
he will be successful. But if he should fail 
there is an im part of the city gov- 
ernment which is not obliged to take its 
ptliewfrom the mayor. That is the council. 
If it shall see fit to resume negotiations | 
with the traction companies for the pur- 
pose of-reaching an agreement, it cannot be 
hindered from doing so. Some of the ordi- 
namees utider which the companies are 
operating their lines expire July next. 
Other ordinances will expire before another 
general assembly convenes. It may seem 
to the council, which represents Chicagoans 
as much as the mayor does, that it is unde- 
sirable to wait two years before seeking to 
arrive at an agreement without which no 
can be had. 

The mayor has the veto power. Tt takes 
two-thirds of the council to pass an ordi- 
namece over his head. That should not deter 
the aldermen from taking up the traction 
question after ‘the new council is organized 
and.ready for busimess if they deem it expe- 
dient to take it up. The aldermen are under’ , 
no compulsion to abandon their views as 
to what is right and expedient because the 
mayor does not think as they do. The 
council is under no obligation to postpone 
the consideration of the traction question 
until municipal ownership legislation shall 
have been enacted, the mayor’s ine to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


THE SERVIAN METHOD. 

The king of Servia, or his adviser, knows 
how to cut a Gordian knot neatly and expe- 
ditiously. Under the constitution of 1869 a 
law coukl be énacted by kingly decree. The 
constitution of 1901, granted by the king, 
vested the law making power in a legisla- 
tive body.

‘he put the constitution of 1901 in opera- 
‘tion again. As he has a senate to suit him 
no laws he disapproves of will be passed. 

Rulers who are hampered by organic 
bien which-they find it difficult, if not im- 
possible, to change, or who are displeased 
with legisktion which they cannot induce 
the law making powers to repeal or amend, 
_must look with secret admiration at the 
methods of King Alexander of Servia. His

who has just inherited a large fortune 
through the death of her father, Johannidi 
Effendi, the architect of the sultan at Con~ 
stantinople. It was while Philip Christitch 
was Servian minister at Constantinople that 
Artemesia married his son, Milan Christitch, 
who some years afterwards was appointed 
by his namesake, King Milan, to be his pri- 
vate secretary. The king soon fell in love 
with Artemesia, who, having already 
presented her husband with three chil- 
dren, now gave birth to a fourth, a son; of 
whom King Milan was admittedly the father. 
There was no pretense of secrecy about the 
matter, and, although the court of Berlin 
declined to receive the complacent husband 
as énvoy, yet another power was found,

The 
power of selecting the proper men for cer- 
tain work and of combining a hundred or a 
thousand individuals into a harmonious 
organization, every member of which does 
his best work towards a common end, is 
rare. It exists, however, in a cond many 
men who never develop, it. 

The proper thing for a young man to do who 
feels that he has such ability is to ally him- 
self with some great organization. Evena 
casual study of the changes in the working 
force of any great factory or business organ- 
ization will show how inevitably the men 
wha possess this ability come to the top. 
They begin as stenographers or as clerks, 
Presently they are selected by the chief of 
the department in which they serve to act 
as his assistants. A little later they will be _ 
put at the head of departments of their own. 
And once started there is en no lim- 
it to the possibilities. 


Sometimes a young 1 man is not the best 
judge of his own fitness for a certain work. 
Unless he feels so strongly on the subject 
as to admit of no doubt he will be wise to 
ask and to be guided by the advice of his 
disinterested friends. As a rule the specific 
qualities and powers of mind which fit him 
for a certain line of work will be so.plainly 
revealed that his intimates will plainly 
recognize them. 

Parents often do their children a great in- 
justice by insisting that they follow.a gertain 
profession with which the young people do 


’ | not feel themselves in sympathy. Thus, for 


instance, the pious aspirations of fond pa- 
rents are respop«ible for a considerdble num- 
ber of weak and unsuccessful preachers. . 

Modesty and a lack of knowledge of the 
possibilities of the field may keep a man 
out of something for which he is actually 
well fitted. A boy with an aspiration to 
become a lawyer, for instance, may decide 
to stay out of it because he has an aversion 
‘to public speaking. He does not know, per- 
haps, that some of the best paid and most 
successful attorneys in the country are 
counselors, and rarely, if ever, appear as 
pleaders in a coyrtroom. And he does not 
realize, either, that any man with vocal 
organs and reasonable perseverance can 
train himself to become a direct and forcible 
public speaker, if not an eloquent one.

It was an excellent performance of ‘‘ Die 
Walktire”’ the Metropolitan company of- 
fered last evening at the Auditorium. The 
blight of Baireuth—the Baireuth of Cosima 
Wagner—rested on certain portions of it, but, 
taken as a whole, it was an exceptionally 
satisfactory presentation of the Wagnerian 
music-drama, and in some of its elements 
surpassed in merit any before seen in this 
city. 

A new conductor and a new tenor lent the 
spice of curiosity to the evening. and the 
presence in the cast of several established 
favorites gave assuranceof worth. Thenew- 
comers proved to be thoroughly competent, 
and the well known artists were in best 
condition. All things were favorable, there- 
fore, for a performance of yalue,.and/the 
audience, being keenly. appreciative, the re- 
sult was gladness to all concerned. 

The audience was of good size, the upper 

rts of the house being especially well filled, 
an@; although the boxes were many of them 
vacant, thé main floor contained a company 


ionable in quality. 


Mr. Hertz, the new conductor, was greet- 
ed heartily when he first appeared, and 
whenever the continuous melody of the Wag- 
nerian score permitted such a demonstra- 
tion, his leading of the orchestra was ac- 
corded audible signs of approval. He is 
an energetic conductor, is this black beard- 
ed German. He works hard with both body 
and head, and, although he not infrequently 
misjudges the possibilities of the singers 
voices, and allows his instrumentalists to 
overpower them, there is life and: blood in 
his delivery of the score, there is tempera- 
ment and spirit in his readings, and there is 
positiveness and dominance in his control of 
his forces. 

That Mr. Hertz takes slow tempos in many 
portions of the score cannot be charged too 
heavily against him, for he is but following 
the fashion set at Baireuth and is not alone 
in following it. The unpleasant results of his 
adherence to the fashion were felt chiefly in 
the second act, which is sufficiently slow in 
movement, conscience knows, even when 
given atas rapid tempo as Wagner's wishes 
make allowable, but which drags wearily 
when made “ impressive’’ as the Baireuth- 
ians of the present generation desire. 

, There were four generous but judicious 
cuts made in the score of thisact, which was 
a proceeding in every way commendable, but 
even despite these the act séemed long be- 
eause of the slow tempos taken in the con- 
versation between Wotan and Brunnhilde, 
and especially in the scene of the annuncia- 
‘tion of death to Siegmund by the Walktire. 

The slow t@mpo crept into the opening act

“in one or two places, but as a whole an en- 


joyable speed was maintained and the act 
went with splendid spirit and verve. It was 
given in its musical integrity, as was also. 
with one short cut, the final act, and in both 
of these divisions of the work the orcliestral 
accompaniment was, barring the occasional 
noisiness, in the highest degree admirable. 

That in‘Mr. Hertz has come before us a 
Wagnerian conductor of fine powers was 
conclusively demonstrated, and his presence 
makes confident the expectation of rare en- 
joyment from the other music dramas in- 
cluded in the repertory. 


The new tenor, Mr. Burgstaller, was a de- 
lightful surprise. Report from Europe and 
from the east had caused one to expect a 
singer of abilities beyond the usual run of 
German tenors—and particularly of those 
from the Cosima school—but a vocalist as 
finely erfiowed and as excellently schooled 
had not been anticipated.

Washington, D. C., April 8.—[{Special.]— 
John E. Wilkie of Chicago, chief of the secret 
service. is being urged by his friends for 
the position of assistant secretary of the 
treasury to succeed Milton E. Ailes, who 
will retire shortly. Mr. Wilkie has not an- 
nounced his candidacy, and does not wish to 
be put in the attitude of being a candidate, 
but he would accept the position if it was 
offered him. | 

Chief Wilkie possesses the executive abil-. 
ity necessary to administer the affairs of 
the office. He has been a wonderful success 
as head of the secret service. Robert B. 
Armstrong of Illinois was recently appointed 
assistant secretary to succeed Gen. Spauld- 
ing. The appointment of Mr. Wilkie would 
give lllinois two of the three assistant sec- 
om hag and this may militate against

If Secretary Shaw, who ts looking for able 


best man he could find he would ‘appoint 
him, notwithstanding the fact that it would 
be unusual to appoint two-assistant sec- 
retaries from one state. 

It developed today that three officials of 
the postoffice department are officers in a 
mining corporation, and it has been charged 
that the stock of the company has been 
peddled among the employés of the depart- 
ment, and that the official position of some of 
the officers has been used to influence the 
sale of stock. This is emphatically denied 
by those involved in the charges made, and 
the officers assert that they have discouraged 
the sale of stock among the postal employés. 

The corporation is the National Capital 
Copper Mining company, the president of 
which its A. W. Machen, superintendent of 
the free delivery service. H. H. Rand, con- 
fidential secreta of Postmaster General 
Payne, is vice president; ex-Representative 
Baker of New Hampshire is treasurer, and 
J. D. King, a clerk in Machen’s office, is 
secretary. King is candidate for the va- 
cancy created by the retirement of George 
W. Beavers, now temporarily filled by In- 
spector Walters. 

Charges of promoting the sale of stock of 
the company among employés of-the de- 
partment have been preferred against H. H. 
Rand. Postmaster General Payne is not 
aware of the existence of the company, 
and he has no connection with it. The 
charges have been turned over to Assistagt 
Postmaster General Bristow, who wil inves- 
tigate for the purpose of determining which, 
if an® officers have used their official posl- 
tions to promote the sale of stock. 

The company is organized under the laws 
of Virginia, and is capitalized at $150,000.

Constant rumors are afloat to the effect 
that there is friction between Postmaster 
General Payne and Assistant Postmaster 
General Wynne, and that the latter has 
transcended the epowers given him by the 
postmaster general concerning the investi- 
gation. These rumors are circulated for the 
purpose of discrediting the acting postmaster 
general with his chief and with a view to 
stopping the investigation. 

In discussing this subject today, Mr. Wynne 
said: ‘“‘I am merely executing the orders 
issued by my superior.

or commission, or worse, exist in the de- 
partment, Postmaster General Payne can be 
depended upon to meet the situation fully. 
It is an uncalled for and unmerited reflection 
to intimate that he would do less.’”’

Gen. Corbin’s friends say the withdrawal 
of his application for membership in the 
Metropolitan club by no means closes the in- 
cident. Prominent membegs of the club and 
high officials who indorsed Gen. Corbin’s 
application and wrote strong letters to the 
board of. governors, urging his eléction to 
membership, feel keenly the adverse action 
taken by them. 

The action of the governors in rejecting 
Gen. Corbin’s application because of oppo- 
sition on the part of some members of the 
club has been taken as a personal affront 
by some of Gen. Corbin’s prominent in- 
dorsers and some sensational developments 
are promised in the next few days. It is 
explained by some members of the club 
that should any considerable number of 
members express to the governors a personal | 
dislike to having an applicant become a 
member the application is nearly always re- 
jected, but heretofore it has been customary 
for members to have some good reason for 
expressing their disapproval. In the case 
of Gen. Corbin a considerable numbér of 
members did express a personal dislike for 
him and went so far as to present to the 
board of governors a signed statement to 
that effect. It is also reported that some 
opposing members merely stated that it 
would not be agreeable to them to have 
Gen. Corbin become a member and they did 
not give any reasons for their dislike of 
him. 

The board of governors made no effort to 
ascertain upon what these members based 
their objections and so far as the records 
show there is no charge whatever against 
Gen. Corbin. In view of this it is said 
Gen. Corbin’s indorsers will protest to the 
governors against their action and that a 
fight of no small proportions probably will 
be the outcome. Among those who wrote 
personal letters to the governors were 
Secretary. Root, Secretary Hay. Secretary 
Hitchcock, Gen. Young, Gen. Schofield, Ad- 
miral Dewey, and Brig. Gen. Bates, the 
paymaster general. Each and all of these 
officials are far from pleased with the action 
of the club managers and are said to consider 
the opposition more a personal affront to 
them than to Gen. Corbin.

ORD LOVAT receives lengthy attention ‘ 

in a book called “Twelve Bad Men.” 

A copy of this stands in a divinity li- 

- brary, probably serving some moral end. 
If ény moral can be drawn from Lord Lovat’s 
life it is, “ Be game.” ‘I thank God I was 
born with little fear,”’ he once wrote. In 
fearless brazenness, and indomitable devo- 
tion to a personal cause with seemingly hope- 
less prospects, Lord Lovat has had. few 
peers. Simon Fraser took the degree of M. A. 
at King’s college, Aberdeen, and obtained | 
there the ability to quote Horace, Ovid, and 
Virgil. Emerging from obscurtty in 1696,. 
until 1716, when he was 50, he went through 
misfortunes, outlawry, and imprisonment, 
never losing heart or wavering from his pur- 
pose ‘to become Lor@ Lovat, chief of the. 
Fraser clan. Never was a chance in his Hfe 
thrown away for want of a little daring. 
He attained the chieftaincy and held his 
position, a good deal loved, despite his des- 
potic use of power. He had a little court of 
his own, in which he made laws, adméinis- 
tered justice, and even coined money. He 
really heid a magnificent position, which 
through the long years of misfortune he had 
believed to be the most desirable of ali earth- 
ly possessions. At the beginning of these 
years he was unscrupulous and violent, got 
himself comrpromised, resorted to the ‘“* flery

A GOOD FIRST NOVEL. 


“ Veronica,” by Martha Austin. Well 
| Written, but Sad 
“ Veronica,” by Marthe W. Austin 


(Doubleday, Page & Co.). is a first book, as 
thoroughly unlike the work of an unprac- 
ticed writer as a many faceted, skillfully cut 
gem is dissimilar to a lump of clay. Here is 
the dedication, a thing of joy in itself: 
“This is to her whose desire has been to 
keep bright the immediate jewel of her soul; 
to be emerald and keep her color—the color 


of the fresh fields and sunlighted trees of | 


spring, the color of the heart of nature, and 
of man’s own heart in the April of his youth. 

*“ This is to her and to alllike her, dwellers 
in the green country of the spirit, where 
there ig no frost, nor fading, nor falling of 
the leaf.’"’ 

Miss Austin acknowledges the ingpiration 
of her dedicatory message in a quotation 
from Marcus Aurelius, the saintly Roman 
emperor, apostle of serenity, purity, and do 
cility to the commands of God, 

Veronica was a child of nature, born and 
reared under the sunny skies of Louisiana, 
There was not a trace of hedoniem in the 
analysis of her character. Her paseion was 


‘for beauty, ideal beauty. Dreaming of the 


spiritual, her life was a sad _ solitude of 
heart, and the revelation of the futility of 
perfect love came to her in a realization-of 
her lover’s being found wanting. He was 
the love of her youth, who went out into the 
world to do a man's work, and in the fric- 
tion of human effort his ardor coobed per- 
ceptibly, though his devotion was not les- 
sened sufficiently to disturb the equanimity 
of a more materialistic soul. A new love 
came into her life, lighting the dark way, 
but gloom overcast her existence in his un- 
timely death, leaving her to begin life once 
more. 

There is practically no action in the book, 
and of plot it has not even a semblance, but 
it embodies all the verity and sad interest 
of a human document. The solitude of her 
heart will echo in the loneliness of many 
women’s empty lives, and her disillusion- 
ment is pitiabie in the intensity of its sad- 
nes& Much is to be expected of the author. 
Perhaps it is not too much to voice the hope 
that Miss Austin may deal with a happier

The passengers, many of them being/wom- 
en, were panic stricken, and*a number of 
them attempted to jump overboard. The 
tug Coastwise, which was passing, respond- 
ed to the signals of distress. Meanwhile 
the steamer’s officers had lowered two boats 
into which the women were placed. 
| Saved by Water Tight Bulkheads. 

All the passéngers were taken on board 
the tug and brought to the city. The Alle- 
gheny had been struck on the starboard 
side, and a huge hole was torn in the plates, 
The bow settled rapidly to the bottom, but, 
owing to the watertight bulkheads, the 
stern remained afloat, and here the crew 
gathered, preferring to remain by the ship. 

The Merryweather stood by until the pas- 
sergers had been rescued. Its stern was 
stove in, and it anchored off the statue of 
Liberty until the extent of the injuries could 
be ascertained. The Allegheny was finally 
towed to Brooklyn. 

The Allegheny left quarantine early in the 
day, but had anchored in the bay below Rob- 
bins’ reef because of the fog. It was here 
the collision took place. 

The Allegheny sailed from Port Limon 
March 30 with thirty-four passengers on 
board. It was built at Glasgow, in 1894. It 
was 310 feet long, 38.2 feet beam, and 23 fee

BOTH SIDES OF CONTROVERSY. 


Prof. Scott of Michigan Explains His 
Statement and Is Scored | 
Student Paper. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., April 8.—[Special ]— 
Michigan athletic exponents, the faculty and 

students, are still condemning the attacks 
of Profs. Jordan and Scott, while inciden- 
tally flaying each other unmercifully. | 

Prof. Pattengill of the board of contro! of- 
fiicially pitches into Jordan and at the same 
time condemns Prof. Scott for giving him 
authority to speak as he did. Furthermore, 
he blames Scott for the remarks attributed 
to him and then goes on to attack Stagg for 
the part the latter has taken in condemning 
Michigan's athletic policy. He then re- 
minds Michigan’s opponents that Michigan 
has never questioned the honesty of foreign 
coaches. 

Prof. Scott explains his conduct by the fol- 
lowing remarks: ‘Jt is true I have said in 
substance what I am reported to have said 
at the Chicago meeting, but I did not say 
that in the case of the student I referred to 
I would prevent his playing, no matter what 
his clase standing is. All I said was that 

he man’s record was such he should have 
been sent home, and that if he is allowed to 
| remain it will be for athletic reasons only. 
I added that if he failed I should do my best 
to see he was not retained on athletic 
grounds, and I shall. To say I deliberately 
set a higher standard for this one student is 
just positively silly, there. I did not speak 
at Chicago as a representative of Michigan 
athletics. but as a representative of Mich- 
igan. On any point relating to the univer- 
sity I have a right to express my opinion. I 
expressed my opinions and shall do so again 
whenever I feel like it,.”’ 

A student daily immediately comee back 
at Prof. Scott with an attack on this hast 
speech. Says this student argan: | 

Mr. Scott admits the accu of the reports of 
his offensive statements and goes on to say if the 
student whom he has not named but has described 
#0 accurately did not improve his standing and 
was retained it would be for athletic reasons sole- 
ly. This statement is little short of an insult to 
those profeseors with whom the student has work 
and to the committee which passes upon such 
cases. The man’s instructors saw no reason for 
dropping this particular student. Then comes a 
man, a faculty man even, having no official interest 
in the matter, who without provocation publicly 
denounces the right of this man to university 
standing. What right has Mr. Scott to do this: 
He challenges his fellow faculty members and 
tries to blacken the record of a man known to be 
a hard working student. If Mr. Scott has com- 
plaints to make let him do so before those able co 
correct the wrong which might exist. He ques- 
tions the-fact that student sentiment condemns 
him. Let him listen to daily conversation among 
students. The campus is now the scene of the 
most bitter denunciation of his spirit. 

Nor have Gregory’s friends aHowed the 
matter to drop.

BATTLE AT DETROIT APRIL 22. 


Will Meet at Catechweights for Half the 
Gross Receipts—Benny Yanger and 
Broad to Battle at Louisville on May 
2—Corbett Denies He Has Consented 
to Meet Herts’s Man — Joe Macias 
Talks of Pugilistiec Affairs on the 

\Coast.

The Kid" McCoy-Jack Root match, 
which, was practically arranged ten days 
ago, Was clinched yesterday, when L. M. 
Houseman, Root’s manager, aml George 
Considine, on behalf of McCoy, posted their 
forfeits of $1,000 each to guarantee the ap- 
pearance of their fighters. The articles stip- 
ulate the men can wear soft bandages, the 
same to be adjusted in the ring under the 
supervision of the referee and the represent- 
atives of the contestants. The men will 
meet at catch weights for 50 per cent of the 
gross receipts, to‘ be divided on the basis of 
65 per cent to the winner and 35 per cent to 
the loser. The contest is limited to ten 
rounds and will take place under the auspices 
of the Metropolitan Athletic club of Detroit 

on April 22. Both men have been im train- 
ing since the match was first broached— 
Root in his ulm on the west side and 
McCoy at Billy Muldoonm’s farm at White 
Plains, N. Y. 

Benny Yanger and kid Broad will meet in 
a twenty round contest before the Southern 
Athletic club of Louisville on May 2, the 
night of the Kentucky Derby. This was set- 
tled yesterday, when John Hertz, Yanger's 
manager, received word that the weight 
named by .Yanger, 128 pounds ringside, was 
agreeable to Broad, 

Benrry has been working for his battle 
with one Clarence English, which is slated 
for Kansas City one week from today, and 
after that contest will put in his best licks 
to be in the best condition possible for the 
tough Kid. 


The prospective match between Yanger 
and Young Corbett seems to have petered 
out. Word was received from Corbett yes- 


terday that he had not authorized Jack Her- 


man of the International club of Fort Erie 
to bid for the contest and that Harry Pol- 
lock had no authority to send out telegrams 
to that effect. John Hertz, who looks after 
Yanger’s interest, is accused of being the 
inventor of the Corbett-Yanger story, but he 
accepted the Buffalo dispatch in good faith 
and grasped the opportunity to pit Yanger 
against the champion. 


Joe Macias passed through Chicago last 
night on his way from San Francisco to 
Philadelphia with his little colored wonder, 
Mississippi." Macias thinks Mississippi ”’ 
is a sure enough champion. “I am willing 


‘to match dhe lad against any of these fel- 


lows,” said he. Yanger, Broad, McGovern,

Willie Fitzgerald, who saw Broad at Hot 
Springs, tells me he never was in better 
shape. I think McGovern and Yanger would 
make a great fight. 

‘ Frankie Neil, for his weight, is the best 
fighter they have on the coast. He can cer- 
tainly whip all the 115 pound boys. He has 
a remarkable short left hand body punch.
